Applicant's representative proposed changes add "said skin devoid of apertures between 
said substrate member and an outer surface of the said skin." The examiner had reservations 
about that particular, but stated that if they could show support in the specification tit might be 
ok. The examiner also suggested possible adding in a limitation that the skin was thinner than 
the substrate.
